Oscar Crino scored in the last seconds of injury time to give 
Preston Makedonia a well deserved 2-1 victory over relegation 
struggler, Sunshine George Cross.

Dear Sir, 

We wish to lodge a strong complaint against your program, Soccer This Week, shown 
on Saturday the 16th March, 1991 at 1.30 p.m. 

On this show it was strongly implied that our Club is the only one on a Bond and that 
we are the only Club that has had any crowd problems (minor though they were). 

This is not correct as there are other Clubs that have been fined or are on Bonds either 
presently or in the past and other Clubs have suffered more serious crowd disturbances 
than our Club at our ground. If this information is not readily available to you from the N.S.L., 
we would be only too pleased to supply it to you. 

This was not mentioned by any one on the Panel and the strong discriminatory and 
prejudicial implication was that it is only our Club and Supporters that cause problems. 

This of course can have very prejudicial and harmful consequences to our Club and 
cause us to suffer a great deal of damage. For example, Sponsors may be deterred or we 
may receive a prejudicially bad response in terms of our Application to be part of the 
National Soccer League next year. 


We feel an apology and an explanation is owed to us on the next show pointing out the 
other Clubs that are on Bonds presently or that have been on Bonds in the past and that 
crowd disturbances have been worse in the past and that it is not only our Club in this pos- 
ition. Should this not be forthcoming, we will obviously have to seek any other ways that we 
can to receive the satisfaction as requested above and if in fact damages are caused to our 
Club we will seek redress for this from you. 

While we are writing to you we wish to point out that these Soccer programs are sup- 
posed to promote the game and not put people off the game as your host, Mr. John Kos- 
mina, did in the broadcast of our match with Melita Eagles recently. In that program he 
Stated something to the effect that viewers were lucky in that they had to only put up with 
20 minutes of this boring match, whereas, he had to suffer through 2 hours. 

If that was the A.B.C.'s attitude or the host's attitude and if it was not good television 
then highlights of other games should have been shown and not this match. It was inexcus- 
able for him to ridicule this game in particular and the game of Soccer as a whole in this way. 

We trust that you will attend to the rectification of these points and that Soccer will 
receive good positive coverage by you in the future.

ALMOST THERE BUT NOT QUITE 


Under the guidance of John Gardiner Preston 
Makedonia will consider itself “Unlucky” not to have 
made the championship play offs for the 1990-91 sea- 
son. Time and time again they have broken down 
defences and peppered the goals only to find opposition 
goalkeepers reserving their best for Preston Makedonia 
and thwarting them consistently.

Preston wins war 
on home front

PRESTON Makedo- 
nia will play Sydney 
Olympic at its Con- 
nor Reserve home on 
Sunday. 


Last Friday NSL mana- 
ger, Peter Russell, had or- 
dered the fixture to be 
changed to Olympic Park 
and the league had 
offered the club $5000 
compensation to stage 
the game away from 
home. 

Preston received the 
fax advising the change of 
venue on Friday evening 
and used its available 
time at the weekend to 
prepare its case to over- 
turn the decision. 

Preston president Jim 
Zaicos went directly to 
NSL chairman Sam Papa- 
Savas to argue the case 
yesterday. 


Papasavas agreed with 
Zaicos and overruled the 
league manager in what 
the Preston president 
claimed a “victory for 
Sanity”. 

The main reason for the 
NSL's decision to switch 
was because a match be- 
tween Sydney Olympic 
and Preston Makedonia 
in Sydney last season had 
been marred by crowd 
problems. 

“The trouble happened 
in Sydney but the NSL 
did not shift the 
corresponding match in 


Sydney away trom Syd- 

ney Olympic's home 

ground,” Zaicos said. 
“We've never had crowd 


disturbances at our 
ground in fixtures bet- 
ween the two sides, so it 
was illogical to be order- 
ing a change of venue. 

“We were told our strip 
was not meeting spe- 
cifications because the 
numbers were too small, 
just two days before a 
match — and he (Russell) 
didn’t even reply to faxes 
we sent in reply im- 
mediately. 

“On top of that, we 
seem to have been target- 
ted as the club with most 
crowd problems for inci- 
dents involving flares and 
objects thrown at players 
on ABC TV on Saturday. 


Gestures 


“I'm not saying the inci- 
dents should be condoned 
but some players certain- 
ly don't help matters with 
their gestures at the 
crowd. 

“We've certainly been 
very stringent on crowd 
control and we would sug- 
gest we're well down the 
list of clubs with crowd 
problems.” 

Russell denied the 
club's claims, saying the 
reason he had sought the 
venue change was be- 


cause the NSL wasn't 
satisfied with security 
arrangements at Connor 
Reserve. 

“We have been given 
written assurance from lo- 
cal police now and are 
very confident there will 
be no crowd trouble at the 
game,” Russell said last 
night. 

He said Preston wasn’t 
being singled out. 

“We've written a num- 
ber of letters to all the 
clubs to resolve matters 
that have been brought to 
our attention. 

“In Preston’s case, 
there were two successive 
matches in which rocks 
were thrown at players 
and I simply called for 
reports from the clubs in- 
volved. 

“If I had ignored it, I 
would have been accused 
of not doing anything 
about it. 

“Regarding the Preston 
strip, we have received 
complaints from the 
media, and particularly 
TV, that the (white) num- 
bers (on black and red 
vertical striped shirts) 
were not distinguishable 
at a distance and I asked 
the club to do something 
about it.” 


P.S. The offer of $5,000. to 
compensate for stagging the 
game away was not made all 
expenses were to be carried by 
the club. :
